- Rf p orts of op p ortunities for college-trained 
graduates to start high and go far are so rosy 
|iis year they should be discounted. Things 
are nev e^^hat rosy. 
It will not be as easy to reach the top of the 
•p p ortunity p yramid as the demand for young 
Americans with p otential ability suggests it is 
going to be. 
The op p ortunity p yramid is as high as it 
ev er was before—and just as hard to climb. 
The difference is that it now is larger at the 
Base than it used to be. It contains more ele­ 
ments of skill than it did before automation, 
electronics and the current comp lexity of the 
economic organization broadened it out. 
It has become a truism since World War H 
♦hat unskilled labor has ceased to be an im­ 
p ortant element In the emp loyment comp lex. 
All labor new needs skill of some degree to 
make itself marketable. Those 
with 
sp ecial 
skills to offer are in a sellers’ market, be­ 
cause demand Is running ahead of sup p ly.

THE EUROPEAN p roblem 
is 
v ery serious due to ov erp op ulation. 
Whereas during the first years aft­ 
er the war. most a t the Europ ean 
migrants were refugees from ei­ 
ther Hitler’s or Statin's terror, 
those who are p resently inv olv ed 
in this p roblem are not so much 
refugees as families who seek to 
imp rov e their economic and social 
status by mov ing from ov ercrowd­ 
ed to sp arsely settled areas where 
the op p ortunities are better for 
hard workers. 
They a rt much tike the p ioneer 
sto ck tha t in the 17th and 18th 
centuries settled our own country. 
They a re not city dwellers who are 
disp ossessed, but p eop le who go to 
a rea s tha t need additional p op u­ 
lation. 
Canada, for instance, is willing 
to take some 175,000 immigrants a 
year, while Australia Is engaged in 
a conscious and systematic build­ 
ing of additional p op ulation of Eu­ 
rop ean origin to the amount erf 
100 000 a year. Australia learned, 
during the war, that it needs moot 
p op ulation.
